The United States’ gorernment prints Inexpensive—Luxurions, 
its currency and numbers its bills In a Invigorating. 


series of four,.s6 that every picce of 
Paper money turned out bears one of 
the check Jetters—A, B, C, D. One of 
these letters f« e'sey- “ -.2an two 
places c: 2° United States bill; In the 
“upper Jeft hand corner and in the low- 
er right hand corner. The placing of 
the. letter on the bill is not determined 
by the number of the bill. The rule is 
to divide the last two figures on the 
note by four. Should the remainder be 
ame, the check letter must be A; should 
it be two, the check letter Is B; three. 
the check letter is C, and nothing, the 
letter D, . 

For example, I have before me 2 
five dollar certificate. Its number Is 
S$1480730, The terminal number is 30. 
Divides by four, The result.is seven 
with two over. The check letter is B. 

Tiere is a yellow back gold certificate 
with twenty-three as Its terminal num: 
ber. Divide this by four, and we have 
five with three over. C fs the check 
letter. 

Should this rule of four fall to work 
on any Untted States currency notc 
yon may bet all you have that the 
money Is bad. Some counterfeited bills 
are right to thelr check letters, butra 
great many bre not so If the rule of 
four works. The bill mi} "be still bad, }. 
but If st doesn't it is surely bad. This 
rule applies enly to United States cur: 
tency and not to national bank notes.

EXPRESS TRAIN WRECKED. 


Supposed to Be Work of Russian 
Revolutionist. i 

Berlin, Sept. 5.—The Prussian wail. | 
way administration has offered a re- 
‘ward for the discovery of the person 
who wrecked the St. Petersburg-Ber- 
lin express between Strassburg and 
Rehfelde, near Berlin, shortly before 
inidnight, resulting in eleven persohs 
,being injured. Presumably it was the 
work of an Anarchist or Russian ro- 
volutionist, who hoped to kill a mcms 
ber of the Russian Imperial family 
who is said to have been on board the 
train. 

The train was derailed, several cars 
were telescoped, and afterwards 
caught fire. An examination of the 
scene of the wreck at daylight showed 
that the boltatiad becn removed frem 
fish-plates of a filty-foot rail, result 
ing in the latter becoming deranged 
after the locomotive had passed over 
it. The persons injused were mostly 
inhabitants of Berlin, postal clerks, 
commercial travelers and two army 
officers. It doca not nppear that ‘any 
Russian of high rank waa a passenger 
on the train, but the Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nidolaicvitch, with a staff 
of six officers. is expected to arrive 
here today on his way to the German 
army manocuvres, when he will be 
the guest of Emperor William. The- 
officials. of the Prusgjan railroads are 
unusually alert at present owing to 
the frequent accidents, which have 
recently occurred,

From her graceful masts to the 
stately hull of royal blue and gold 
the Victoria and Albert is a real home 
on the sea, with spacious drawing 
rooms, boudoira and business offices 
that would do ercdit to Buckingham 
Palace itself. 

One Day at Sea. = 

King Edward's day at sea com- 
mences at 8 o'clock, when His Ma- 
jesty risea to a light breakfast of cof- 
fée, rolls and an underdone chop. Af- 
ter breakfast the King’s morning is 
devoted to state affairs and the mails 
are attended to by recretaries under 
the King’s own direction. He himself 
Tarely appears upon deck much be- 
fore noon, but at this hour he will 
sclect a sheltered nook upon. the 
promenade deck for his morning cigar. 

Luncheon is served at 2, and the 
afternoon is devoted by the King to 
a novel or a game of cards. It is in- 
teresting to note that His Majesty 
has_a keen appreciation of Thomas 
Hardy’s work and those of Marie Co- 
relli.. As a rule dinner takes place 
ut 8 o’clock unless it fis a forma 
function at which gueate# of high rank 
are present. In this case. the meal 
is served one hour later, 

Afterward» King. Edward joins the 
gentlemen of his suite in the smoking 
room, and as a rule retires about mid- 
night. Both the King’s and Queen’s 
favorite nooks on the yacht are found 
nbove the upper deck, where there is 
a spacious promenade fitted with shel- 
ters from the wind. As‘to the naviga- 
tion ‘of the. craft, this is done by 
picked officers and men of the Royal 
vavy. commanded by a commander 
and a rear-admiral. - 

Honor to be Drafted. 

To be drafted into the royal yacht 
is an honor much soughf among offi- 
cers, petty officers and men. There 
used to be among ie dowets deck 
hande a seaman namet Ha sho" Was 
a FullaY performer of i Theat hil, 
ity, and very often the King. while 
strolling around the decks after din- 
ney, would say to him: “Come along, 
HaJl! Bring your guitar aft and let 
us have a tune.” The seaman boast- 
ed with perfect truth that he had had 
the honor of playing before the King 
and Queen more {requently than any 
great musician alive, 

Altogether the officers and men of 
the Victoria and Albert number 360, 
quite apart from the parsceial sere 
vants of Their Majesties. And in 
going-ashore the King invariably ue 
a boat rowel by= blucjackets, wif 
himself handling the tiller ropes in 
the stern sheets. - “ 

From first to last the present Vic- 
toria and Albert—which is a contrast 
indeed with her predecessor, Queen 
Victoria’s own yacht—has cost nearly 
$6,000,000. Her coal supply is large 
enough for a radius of more than 2,500 
miles at a cruising speed df 14 knots. 
Thus the floating palace will easily 
go from Portsmouth to the French 
Riviera without refilling her bunkers. 

Silver Deck Fittings. 

The entire scheme of internal deco- 
rations was carried out under the di- 
rect supervision,of Queen Alexandra, 
and no attempt has be@h made after 
the gorgeous or elaborate. Even on 
the upper deck, which is exposed to 
very severe weather and the action of 
the salt spray, solid silver is used for 
the deck fittings. _ > 

The various. suites are after’ the 
18th century English style, done in 
white enamel. The necessary, warmth 
and color is obtained in the furni- 
ture, ts and draperies. Thus th 
the King’s private stateroom the car- 
pet is a royal blue, which harmonizes 
perfectly with the blue morocco of the 
chairs. The King’s bedroom is very 
handsome, with its swinging bedstead 
of silver plate without draperies, sat- 
in wood furniture and ingeniously 
contrived stick and sword stands, as 
well as brackets and shelves and con- 
veniences for the display of photo- 
graphs and’ perso souvenirs. 

The Queen's bedroom is much larg- 
or than thé King’s. The furniture is 
of satin wood, with silver fittings, 
and there is a stately canopied 
that has silken draperies suspended 
from the ceiling. The color scheme 
throughout is a soft n_ The dress- 
ing-room © is ,surprisingly large and 
has an immense bath of snow white 
Carrara marble, with dreasing tables 
of inlaid satin wood, fitted with front 
ans nie minors

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‘SAILORS’ VICTORY AT LAW; 


Were Badly Treated tn an Eastern 
Prison. During War. 


A signal victory for British seamen 
was scored in the House,of Lords re- 
cently in.a shipping action which has 
occupied the attentidn of the’ courts 
since the close of the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

The case came before their lord- 
ships by way of appes] by the defen- 
dants, the Palace Shipping Co., Lim- 
ted, as the owners of the steamship 
Franklyn, from a decision of the 
Court of Appeal affirming substantial- 
ly a judgment of Mr. Jpstice Law- 
Trance, — ® pie 

The, plaintiffs were the crew of the 
Franklyn, who in mber, 1904, 
signed articles for a! voyage. from 
Cardiff-not to exceed three years’ du- 
ration to any ports within certain de- 
grees, including Hong Kong. 

The ship loaded coal at Cardiff for 
Hong-Kong. The crew knew that coal 
was being treated as contraband of 
war by both Russia and Japan, and 
that the ship’ was liable to seizure, 
but they did not know until the. ves- 
sel arrived at Mong Kong that her 
owners intended her.cargo to be car- 
ried on to Sasebo, in Japan. As soon 
as they were told that the ship was 
going on to Sasebo they refused to 
proceed. They were then taken by 
the master béfore the port magistrate, 
charged with having impeded the pro- 
gress of the voyage, and senten to 
70 days’ imprisonment.” 

They were marched off to a Chinese’ 
prison, where they suffered great 
hardships“and privations. Meanwhile 
the ship went on her way manned by 
a crew of Chinamen. — The ‘British 
sailors were releascd on May 1, and 
sent home as distressed seamen. 

The action was then brought by the 
crew to recover wages from thé time 
they were cast into prison at’ Hong 
Kong, and for damages. 

Mr. Justice Lawrance held that the 


plaintiffs were justified in jrefusing to | 
they j 


continue the voyage and. that 
were entitied to recover wages: - The 
defendants appealed, but lost the day, 
the Court of Appeal allowing the crew 
wages to ane date on which the order 
Rat made ss 

It was from this order that the own- 
crs appealed to the House of Lords, 
and the main question argued was 
whether the men were justified in re- 
fusing to proceed to Sasebo. 

The Lord Chancellor said the men 
had been treated with harshness and 
injustice. Indeed, in his opinion 
the conduct of the owners to these 
men was illegal from beginning to 
end. The master had no right to re- 

uire them to sail to Sasebo, for the

The- judges of the Appeal Court, 


continued his lordship, were quite 
right in giving the men wages and 
maintenance down to the date of their 
judgment. He shared the regret of 
Lord Cozens-Hardy that the court had 
no power to award the men damages 
for their sufferings in Hong Kong. 
Could they have given such damages 
they would have been exemplary. 

The other noble lords concurred, 
and the ‘owners’ appeal was dit- 
wnissed with costa.

As they advanced, the Moors chant- 
ed in) unison verses from the Koran 
Book. The irregular Algerian cavalry 
encountered the firat shock of the 
Moora’rassault, but'they did not -budgo 
a Eee from the position they occu- 
Gen. Drude quickly deployed his. 
forces to the greatest advantage, and 
the Moors were submitted to a fire of 
shot ‘and shell which’ soon left the 
ground strewn with corpses. és 

Major Prevost was slain while ‘re- 
turning to camp after the engage- 
ment, which opened’ at 5a. m: and 
lasted seven hours.

{il 1901; when the Canadians compet 
ed at Sea Girt, and brought the valu- 
able $5,000: prize to Ottawa.

Brighter Prospects. — 
Consul-General Nosse presented the 


i telegram to Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


“All that Iam doing.” said Mr. 
+ Nosse, “is to present to thé Premier 
the information of the disturbances as 
jit reaches me. For the rest I leave 
} to the good sense of the British and 
| Canadian Governments, who, have al- 
ways treated us fairly. I am satisfied 

that they will do so in future, and 
| that our people will have the protec- 
i tion of the Canadian’ law.” 

Kishi Iwchief of the Japanese Bu- 
freau of Commerce, whe haa arrived 
at the coast to look ‘into the whole 
question of Japanese immigration, 
will proceed to Ottawa pext week, with, 
the object of discussing the existing 
difficulties with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and the Japanese authorities. 

The ~feeling prevails here that if 
further ‘outrages can be prevented it 
will not be long before an \agreament 
will be reached with tie \Ja 
Government limiting the number of 
new afrivals from Japan to fifty per 
month, or thereabouts. 

Even Macpherson Is Pleased 

There were about a dozen press 
correspondent who interviewed R. G. 
Macpherson, M. P., after’ he and 
W. H. Galliher. had seen the Premier 
upon the Japanese invasion of the 
Pacific Coast. : 

“The solution of the question is at 
hand,” said the member for Vancou- 
ver.in a very cheerful frame of mind. 

“Sir Wilfrid. Laurier,” continued 
Mr. Macpherson, “has been actively 
engaged on this questién since he has 
returned from England, and I am con- 
vineed, as I have already said, that 
a solution is at-hand. I had a most 
satisfactory ‘interview with the Pre- 
mier; you can ‘say that I deprecate 
any act’of lawlessness. I fully rea- 
lize that such conduct males the 
question all the more difficult to set- 
tle. We’ have no desire to interfere 
with the god feeling that exists be- 
tween Canada and Japan as two na- 
tions, and I do not think that Japan 
has any desire to disregard our feel- 
ing. That being the case I anticipate 
n satisfactory solution of tHe whole 
question, although it has had its seri- 
ous aspects.”

RARE HALF DOLLARS. 


Good Specimens of These Dated 1796 
Z and 1797 Are Valuable. 

The half dollar fs one of the most 
plentiful of all the series of United 
States colns, having been issoed regu- 
larly each year with but five excep- 


tlons_since the colnage of the denom- 


ination first began in 1704. Theso 
exceptions were the years aint. 1700, 


} cnet 1608 and 1816. 

This is tho_reason why 20 few -of 
them sre rare nowadays and that 
many specimens of the early dates are 
to be: bad’ for itttle ‘more than’ face 

Yalue ina condition that would indl- 
cate they were only a year or two 
old, instead of dating back nearly a 
hundred years, as many do, 

Altogether there hare been issued 
235 varieties of the half dollar, and all 
of the branch mints have strack coins 
In this denomination, except those of 
Dablonega, Ga. and Chariotte, N. C., 
which were authorized to strike. only, 
gold coins. 

‘The very rare half dollars. are those 
‘Uated 1796 and 1797. Of those of 1796 
there are two yarietics, one with ff- 
teen stars on the obverse arcund the 
bust of Liberty, the other with sixteen 
stars, Each of thece two varieties 
has brought over $100 when In per- 
fect condition. it 

The 1797 half dollar ts the next 
rarest, and a very fine specimen of 
this coln has brougtrt ag much as $120. 
The next rarest Is the 1838 half dollar 
struck at New Orleans, with the mint 
letter “O” under the Dust. This coin 
is worth from $50 to $75. Another 
rare half dollar was struck at- the 
San Francisco mint tn 1800. This 
coin omitssthe motto of “In God We 
Trust,” wifich Is borne by all the other 
varicties of the year, and ds valued 
at $21.—ElWer Monthly.

The despatch yesterday showed that 
the big ship liad) covered 1,635 miles 
of the voyszz2 in approximatcly 70 
hours through swelling seas and mur- 
ky fors, which hindered her progress, 
and that she had averaged a trifle 
better than 231-2 knots an_hour, “a 
speed record never b2fore reached by 
f transatlantic steamship on a west- 
bound voyage.

Mushrooms when polsonous are the 
most dangerous plants in existence, as 
there Is no antidote for the polson. 
Without going into the intricacies of 
thesedible “meadow” (Agaricus cam- 
pestris), and the “horse” mushroom 
(Agaricus arvensis), which are among 
the most “wholesome and raluable 
vegetables, and of the numerous other 
harmless and nutritious varictics, 23s 
distinguished by thelr dark spores 
from the polsonous kiad with white 
spores, onc rule of observation will pre- 
serve the health and safety of any one 
collecting wild mushrooms for eating. 
Without the use of a single technical 
term, the difference In polsonous ‘and 
nonpoisonous mushrooms is casily 
shown, even to a novice. What bota- 
nists call the “death cup,” tho yolva 

1 the stipe, er, In plainer terms, 
socket around the stem, is ‘never 
mt from the deadly» mushrooms. 
Sometimes it is distinct, well abore 
$round, up ‘around “the Jower part of 
the stem; then again’ it fs below 
ground, -but not attached to the stem 
s0\a8 to Jose the cup shape, and some- 
times it grows upon or Is attached to 
the stem, giving it’a bulbous, ‘swollen’ 
base. Sererely Feject every plant that 
has a bulbous stem or the cup standing 
out around the stem. All edible and 
harmless mushrooms. have straight 
stems, the same size fromm the root to 
the cap—Georgia Torrey-Denman in 
Good Housckeeping. .

time In the dark with a watch without 
hands. How did he do It? 

A watch derives its power of motton | 
from the recoll of the malnspring, and: 
the recoil Is* igaverned 1 by the balance 
and lever. For instance, If It takes 
twenty-four ‘full turns of the stem to 
wind the watch and ‘the watch runs 
twenty-four hoirs when fully wound, 
then for each turn of the Sten it will 
run one hour, 

A more simple method Is to ‘hold the 
stem firmly between the fingers and 
turn the watch aronnd. In winding the 
watch to run for one hour the ratchet 
on tho malnspring will click, say, thirty 
times, which proves that this watch 
runs two wlanfes for each click of the 
ratchet which Is attached to the main- 
spring. We will suppose it.was 12 
o'clock noon when the watch was last 
wound up and you now wish to know 
the time. Beginning to wind it up, + 
you count the clicks and find that be-

Montreal Strike Over. 

The Montreal ‘longshoremen’s strike 
died’ peacefully. Dissolution bad beer 
imminent all day, and at the hour fot 
tite night shift to go to the wharve: 
there Was a stream of men to be seer 
making their way to the various sheds 
ready to take work if it was offered 
At that moment the strike of 1907 


which had a’ short life of pia 
*“longshore: 


passed into history. The 
men now want what they turned 
down. so unanimously at their mass 
meeting, viz., the appointment of ‘a 
board of conciliation. ‘The end was 
hastened by the wholesale return to 
their old jobs af both union and non: 
union men. A vote was taken among 
those who were still. out, ‘ns to’ whe 
thef the men® should accept the in: 
crease of 21-2 cents; and agree to arbi- 
tration for the other 21-2. The re 
sult was declared to be in favor of 
arbitration’ In the meantime the 
strikers go back unconditionally on 
the scale of wages offered by the Shi 
Ping Federation to anyone who will 
work on the wharves. This means 
they will“have to take their chance 
withthe rest.

The jury, Which waa a 
special one, compose of janny of the 
most prominent business men and 
contractors in the. city, fiad“becn sit- 
ting severale days on » suit against 
the Canadian Pacific Reiiway. © The 
ease had-concliided and she jurymen 
were being led to room 20, where they 
were to deliberate? Justyas the crier 
opened the door there was a denfen- 
ing roar and slmost half the ceiling 

Hapsed, falling within a few feet 
of tho frightened jurors with such 
force thet the heavy oaken desks used 
by the lawyers, were. smashed in all 
directions. The chambers of the Court 
House aro about 25 fect high, while 
tho plaster is of a very old-fashioned 
type, embellished with heavy plaster 
ornamenfation, so that several tons 
of the plaster dropped. Had the jury 
been six feet further inside the room, 
several of them would inevitably have 
been killed or injured under the ‘fall.

Naturally. this» fact 
hax for many years spurred. on inves- 
tigators to attempt tho discovery of 
a filament which will give more ¢co- 
nomical results than aro attained, by 
the present lamp. Ths portance of 
the matter may casily bs appreciated 
from the fact that if\a lamp could 
be produced giving ané efficiency: of 
four per cent. we would be able to 
secure light at on>-quérter ths pres- 
ent cost, and the extension of alsetric 
lighting into ficlds now commercially 
impossible would follow. ‘In a recent 
issue’ thc Engineering: Nows gives the 
results of the ssarch-up to ths pres- 
ent time. The common carbon lamp 
which has a useful life of 550 hours, + 
has a consumption of 3.1 to 4 watts 
per candice power when now, which is 
increased to 4°to G .watts when the 
damp becomes wora. A lamp’ in Which 
the carbon has been metallized) has 
practically the samp-tifc, but will pro. 
duce the same amount of light with 
the consumption of 2.5 watts per can- 
alo power, and possesses the further 
advantage that in its od age the con- 
sumption of cnergy is not &reatly in- 
creased, being ‘only 26 watts.

JAIL BIRDS RELEASED.

Sentences May gad narmetree tn 
Britain A onth. 


A new rule for the reniission of sen- 
tences on account of good ~conduct 
has recently gone into effect in Brit- 
ish prisons, and several thousand 
prisoners have been released. 

There has been an unusually large 
number of burglaries all over Eng- 
land, particularly London. this year, 
so the adoption of the hew measure 
of clemency is regarded with mixed 
feclings by honest householders? 

Hitherto only long-term prisoners 
have had the benefit of the good- 
conduct rule, which has not becoine 
effective until after six months have 
been served. Thp néw rule allows the 
remission of a Jenténce alter the first 
month. Critics of the measure say 
this pvill result in the release of petty 
criminals and professional jailbirds, of 
the kind who had best be kept in dur- 
ance. They point out that the habit- 
unl criminal is almost invariably the 
best prisoner, and that he therefore 

_will-be the chief beneficiary of the 
new. regulation, although he is the 
least subject to reform.

Revolver Was Hidden Away--Doctor Discovered Bullet 


Wounds—Had Penetrated Arm and Body In Such 
- a Way as to Discredit Accident Theory-Alleg- 
ed Brothers Had Been Quarretling.

off, a Macedonian shopkeeper livin, 
at 21 Eastern avenue, was shot an 
killed in a room above his shop yes- 
terday morning. 

The explanation of the shooting, as 

ven by his brother, Leo, and two 

0ys, who were in the room at the 
time, does not satisfy the police, and 
has only. possibility to favor its truth. 

The brother says that Turpenoff 

ad an argument in his room with the 
brother and two boys employed in the 
Srocery. Turpenoff threw open his 
coat, and the revolver, dropping from 
his right breast pocket, fell to the 
floor. As Turpenoff stooped to recover 
it, it exploded. 

e bullet entered the right arm o 
the outside slightly above the elit 
joint, — passing upward — diagonally 
through the forearm. It came out 
on the inner side of the arm, just be- 
low the elbow, then penetrated the 
coat, vest and two shirts, entered the 
Fight breast slightly above the nipple 
and came out almost directly oppo- 
Site at the back but did fiot penetrate 
shirt, cont or vest at the. back, 

The pistol is hammerless, and the 
only explanation-which bears out the 
“brother's story-is thatsthe thumb or 
fingers of the hand stretched out to 
regain the’ pistol’ up-ended it so that 
the barrel pointed against his wrist 
and a further pressure of the hand 
Pressed the trigger.. 

Another theory is that the, dyna- 
mite said to be in these cartridges 
exploded with. the concussion when 
the gun fell.iand that the dead man, 
having reached over to catch the gun 
as it dropped, Feevived the wound,

CANNING FACTORIES BAD. 


Severe” Criticisms by Chief Health 
: Officer of Ontario, 


Condemnation of some of the exist 
ing conditions in Ontario canning fac 
tories forms an important feature ot 
& report of Dr. C. A. Hodgetts, of the 
Provincial Board of Health. “It ap 
pears that at some of the ‘eanneric: 
the employes are housed in. the pre 
tnises, and ‘it is against these houe- 
ing arrangements that the attacks of 
the health authorities are mainly di 
rected. It is claimed that the bed- 
ding was far from clean, and in fact 
many stables were in a more cleanly 
condition. The accommodation, says 
Dr. Hodgetts, was not up to that of.a 
cheap lodging house. It was said’ by 
some employers. that the employes 
were housed better than in their own 
homes.’ But ‘this, Dr. Hodgetts de- 
clares, is no.excuse for the conditions 
as found. It was particularly notico: 
able, he says, that the. class of cm- 
ployes improved in ratio to the im- 
proved’ conditiona of environment. 
The factory in which the best class of 
accommodation was found had by far 
the better and ‘cleaner lot of em- 
ployes, 

“The time fs ripe for a change in 
the health laws of the province,” says 
Dr. Hodgetts in his report. ‘The pres: 
ent-local boards of health are often 
failures, : and properly-qualified men 
who ‘will devote their whole time to 
sani! administration. should be ap, 

inted, while the province should ke 

ivided into county and other dis- 
Stricts “similar to those of the school 
*syaétem. In addition the Central sys-, 
tem should be reorganlacd The chief 
health officer should have a competent 


staff, consisting of the: present offi- 
cials and a ganitary engihenr.” 

In’ a report concerning the canni 
factories of the Niagara aie: Dr. 
Bell atates that about 1) rson4, 
two-thirds of whom aré fémales, are 
employed. About one-half arc foreign- 
ets from Buffalo. While in a few cases 
the accommodation tis fair, in no case 
Bre the requirements—6f the public 
health act’ observed. Food was "fre- 
quently kept in dirty, fruit baskets, 
under the beds. In some casea 30 or 
40 persons were huddled together in 
one compartment, ’ 

“Several factory managers,” state: 
Dr. Bell, ‘declared that it was impog- 
sible to keep these people clean, and 
that they would not use the facilities / 
if they were. provided: — If. such ‘ia 
-the-case-insist on these employers go- 
ing out of business, who, for the greed 
of a few extra dollars, hire such arty, 


help ‘and prepare our food under suc 
insanitary conditions.”*

Terror of the Seas. 


A correspondent from Washington 
says: The naval experts here have 
been, somewhat startled by a seem- 
ingly Lreliable report that England 
purposes to build ,battleships which 
will relegate the terrible Dreadnought 
fo the second class, : 

The proposed. vessél is to have a 
‘displacement of 30,000 tons, and will 
have. the_ unique atrangement of six 
turrets, each to hold three guns. With 
such an arrangement, and with: six 
turrets for the main battery, it would 
be possible*to carry vightcen 12-inch 
guns. 

If the ship is turned out as per pro- 
gram there will be a discussion of 
the fact in Congress, and it is not 
likely that the United States will be 
left behind in the race for the highest 
and. most powerful type of battleship 
building. 

It has been reported for months that 
Japan also had profited by English 
design ofthe Dreadnought, and was 
nbout to enter upon the building of a 
ship or ships that would outclass the 
English terrors.

It is reported that Mazier will be 
compelled to accept another challenge 
to a duel'from Lelefre, a prominent 
shipowner of St. Vierre.
